EDITORIAL COMMENT 


Another Republican Bugaboo Knocked Out 


O 


NE club that has been held over the heads 


of the Southern people by the extreme Re- 


publicans in congress has been a threat to reduce 
the representation of the Southern States in con- 
gress and the electoral college in retaliation for 
the restrictions which most of those States have 
placed on the suffrage, which restrictions have 
resulted practically in the elimination of the ne- 
gro vote as a factor in Southern elections. 


A writer in the North American Review for 


October makes the point that there, is not a State 
in the Union that does not violate the Fourteenth 
Amendment in some way or other, by barring the 
idiotic and insane from voting, and by imposing 
the necessity of registration or a poll tax or an 
educational or property qualification. 
The Fif- 


teenth Amendment, which took awav from the 


South the right to deny the franchise to the ne- 
gro, practically repealed the Fourteenth, and 
the latter, so far as it relates to this subject, is 
no longer in force. 
It is clear, therefore, that 


any legislation which 
violates 
the 
Fifteenth 


Amendment is a matter for action by the courts, 
or resort to them, and not a matter of action by 
congress. The writei concludes: 


"The Southern States can place their reliance, 


•not on partisan majorities in congress, not on the 
shifting sands of political expediency, not on the 
support of political allies or the indorsement of 
the conservative and intelligent sentiment of the 
country, but rather on that supreme judicial tri- 
bunal of the republic., which has always 'held 
with a steady and an even hand the balance be- 
tween State and Federal power.' "
